Obama praised Iraqis who 
turned out to vote in nation- 
al elections Sunday despite 
“acts of violence” to discour- 
age participation.

A big turnout and limited 

violence were seen as key to the planned withdrawal

U.S. officials have said they remain on track to 
complete that drawdown and the subsequent pull- 
out of the remaining 50,000 American troops at the 
end of next year. There are now just under 100,000 
American forces in the country, the smallest number 


since the overthrow of Saddam Hussein. 


“I have great respect for the millions of Iraqis who 
refused to be deterred by acts of violence, and who 
exercised their right to vote today,” Obama said in 
a statement. “Their participation demonstrates that 
the Iraqi people have chosen to shape their future 
through the political process.” 

American officials have said they expect it will 
take months for the new parliament— once the vote 
outcome is known— to select the next prime minis- 
ter, who then will choose the new government. The

White House has acknowledged the possibility of 
continuing violence during that period. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates said he saw sur- 
prisingly little violence associated with the elec- 
tions and that security improvements have forced al 


Qaida-linked militants to change tactics. Gates told 
reporters traveling with him that he received a brief- 
ing from the top U.S. general in Iraq, Ray Odierno. 

‘All in all, a good day for the Iraqis and for all of 
us,” Gates said.

NEW YORK Looking down into the construc- 
tion site covering the 16 acres where the 
World Trade Center once stood, some might 
see a place shadowed by death. 

But Cheryl Palmer sees a rebirth— and a 
business opportunity. She’s vice president of 
Club Quarters Inc., the company opening the 
World Center Hotel— and as far as she’s con- 
cerned, the property’s location on the edge 
of the site of the Sept. 11 attacks is a selling 
point. 

“People choose to be here because they 
want to be close to it. They want to feel it, 
they want to celebrate. They want to remem- 
ber,” she said, standing by an open-air patio 


overlooking the site. “We have a very acces- 
sible view on it.” 

The hotel, which began taking reservations 
last month, offers some rooms with floor-to- 
ceiling windows that open directly onto the 
construction. Guests and members will have 
access to the restaurant patio with views of 
giant cranes, jackhammers and metal scaf- 
folding. 

It seems to be the first area hotel to use its 
proximity to the site as a marketing strategy. 
The carefully chosen name telegraphs the 
hotel’s location to prospective guests. And vis- 
itors to the hotel Web site are greeted by con- 
struction photographs and memorial images.

Those of you who follow me may know that I’m pretty into Foursquare, 
the location-based social media game. 

The premise is simple: Using your mobile device, you check in at a 
location and receive points and potentially special badges for doing so. 
But the big part is becoming mayor of a location. If you check into a 
place more than anyone else, you’re crowned mayor.

Rate rises to No. 1 
when cost of living 
is added to equation 

Chicago Tribune 

At $28.64 an hour, the top wage rate for 
Chicago Transit Authority bus drivers ranks 
third-highest among U.S. transit agencies, 
according to an analysis conducted for the 
Tribune. 

CTA bus drivers trail only their coun- 
terparts at two transit agencies operating 
on opposite coasts. The top hourly salary 
for bus drivers at the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority in Boston leads 
the industry, at $30.18; while the Santa Clara 
Valley Transportation Authority in San Jose, 
Calif., pays bus operators with the most 
seniority $28.86 an hour, according to John 
A. Dash & Associates, a transit research 
firm in Havertown, Pa. 

But the rankings catapult CTA bus driv- 
ers to elite status — the highest-paid in 
the nation— when the cost of living in the 
Chicago region is compared to the Boston 


THE FACTS 

The CTA’s labor contracts, negotiated in 
2006 and in effect from 2007 through

hour, is slightly less than for bus drivers. 



and San Jose markets. That was the case 
in 2008 as well— before the last two CTA 
pay raises — when an internal study by the 
Amalgamated Transit Union, the labor 
union that represents CTA bus drivers, 
ranked CTA drivers No. 3 overall in top 
hourly pay and No. 1 when the Consumer 
Price Index was taken into account. 

Drivers strongly defend their pay at a time 
when the transit agency’s management is 
demanding they give up raises and take fur- 
lough days to close a budget deficit. CTA 
bus driver Pat Mojarro said transit employ- 
ees “are worth at least $150 an hour” because 
of the responsibilities and potential dangers 
of the job. 

“We are verbally and physically attacked 
every day. We are expected to be police, 
homeland security, lost and found, mainte- 


nance, doctor and psychiatrist for the pub- 
lic,” Mojarro said. ‘Add that up and see how 
much we are underpaid.” 

The good pay comes from good timing, 
said Greg Dash, president of John A. Dash 
& Associates, a consulting firm that works 
with the CTA and other major mass transit 
systems. 

“The current five-year labor contract at 
the CTA was negotiated in the glory days 
before the recession hit and many transit 
agencies subsequently imposed wage freez- 
es,” Dash said. “It was sort of a birthright 
a few years back that everybody gets their 
3 percent” annual raise. 

Bus drivers at other U.S. transit systems 
received significantly smaller increases, or 
no pay hikes at all, in contracts that came 
up for renewal in 2008 or 2009, Dash said. 

In Chicago’s mass transit system, “we’re 
OK with the wages we receive. And we 
know that we actually outperform bus driv- 
ers in some other cities even though they 
earn more,” said Darrell Jefferson, president 
of the CTA bus drivers union, Local 241 of 
the Amalgamated Transit Union.

No bond for men accused 
in Darien family’s murders 

Two men charged in the shooting deaths of 
three members of a suburban Darien family in 
what prosecutors say was a custody dispute 
were denied bond Sunday. 

Johnny Borizov, 28, and alleged gunman 
Jacob Nodarse, 23, appeared at separate 
hearings before DuPage County Circuit Judge 
Terence M. Sheen and were ordered held 
without bond. Both have been charged with 
first-degree murder and conspiracy to commit 
murder. Borizov also faced a solicitation of 
murder charge. 

Prosecutors alleged Borizov wanted 
Nodarse to kill Angela Kramer, the mother of 
his 1-year-old son, as well as her parents and 
brother over the custody dispute. 

Kramer, who was hiding in a closet during 
the shootings, escaped without injury. 

Murder charges filed 
in Cicero fire that killed 7 

Murder and arson charges have been brought 
against the owner and the building manager 
of a Cicero apartment house where seven 
people were killed in a fire. 

Lawrence Myers, the building’s owner, 
instructed Marion Cornier, who also was the 
building’s maintenance man, to “take care of 
that building,” Cicero Police Superintendent 
Lori Lelis said, adding that the owner was 
having trouble with the Internal Revenue 
Service. She declined to elaborate on Myers’ 
tax problems. 

Myers, 60, and Cornier, 47, each were 
charged with seven counts of first-degree 
murder and two counts of aggravated arson 
in the Feb. 14 blaze, according to the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office. 

11 sent to hospitals 
after South Side crash 

Chicago Fire Department officials took 
11 people to area hospitals-including seven 
children-after a two-vehicle crash Sunday on 
the South Side, officials said. 

The children were taken by ambulance to 
area hospitals in fair-to-good condition and 
three adults also were transported in fair-to- 
good condition, Chicago Fire Department 
Spokesman Quention Curtis said. 

One adult was hospitalized in critical 
condition, Curtis said. 

The accident occurred about 2:40 p.m. at 
68th Street and Racine Avenue, Curtis said. 
The crash involved two vans and required a 
multi-ambulance response, Curtis said.

GENEVA The result was emphatic: Swiss 
voters don’t think abused animals need 
to have their own lawyers. 

It’s a proposal that would never even come 
near a referendum in other countries, but the 
measure’s defeat Sunday disappointed ani- 
mal rights advocates, who say Switzerland’s 
elaborate animal welfare laws aren’t being 
enforced. 

Opponents of the proposal, including key 
farmers’ groups and the government, had 


argued that existing laws are sufficient and 
appointing special lawyers to act on behalf of 
animals would be unnecessarily expensive for 
taxpayers. 

“The Swiss people have clearly said our ani- 
mal protection laws are so good we don’t need 
animal lawyers,” Jakob Buechler, a lawmaker 
for the centrist Christian People’s Party, told 
Swiss television SFi. 

Official results showed that 70.5 percent of 
voters cast their ballot against the proposal to 


extend nationwide a system that has been in 
place in Zurich since 1992. Some 29.5 percent 
of voters backed the proposal, with turnout 
at just over 45 percent. 

According to the country’s only animal 
lawyer, Antoine F. Goetschel, public prosecu- 
tors are often unsure about animal rights and 
shy away from pursuing cases even if there is 
clear evidence of abuse.

□ NEW YORK Cablevision said WABC-TV’s signal was 
switched back on for its 3.1 million subscribers in 
Newark, New Jersey and Connecticut shortly after the 
Academy Awards telecast got under way Sunday 

Cablevision spokesman Whit Clay said Channel 7’s 
signal was turned on at 8:43 p.m. EST Sunday The awards 
show began at 8:30 p.m. 

A spokeswoman for ABC did not immediately respond 
to phone or e-mail messages. 

The cable operator’s subscribers had been scrambling 
to hook up antennas or find live TV on the Internet in 
order to watch the Academy Awards after ABC’s parent 
company, Walt Disney Co., switched off its signal in a 
dispute over fees. 

In dueling statements, the companies traded blame for 
the stalemate ahead of one of the most-watched nights of 
television. It was the first time in a decade that a major 
broadcast station went dark in a dispute with a cable 
company 

“Cablevision has once again betrayed its subscribers,” 
Disney spokeswoman Charissa Gilmore said. 

Cablevision said the stall in negotiations should be 
blamed on Disney CEO Bob Iger.

Peppers, Carolina 
were close to a deal 

Free agency never would have happened for Julius 
Peppers had the Carolina Panthers stopped just short of 
his asking price last summer. 

That is what the prized defensive end told the 
Charlotte Observer after he signed his $91.5 million, six- 
year deal with the Bears, easily the biggest contract in 
franchise history 

The Panthers placed the franchise tag on Peppers last 
year at a cost of $16,683 million. They worked up until the 
July deadline in efforts to sign him long term. Carolina’s 
final offer was $54 million for four seasons. Peppers 
wanted $60 million for four seasons, a difference of 
$1.5 million per year. 

“My feeling is they could have done that,” Peppers 
told the Observer. “If they wanted me to stay, it wouldn’t 
have been that big of a deal. It wasn’t me who chose to 
leave. At the end of the day, I made the final decision to 
leave, but it’s not like I was closed-minded. I was open 
to staying. 

“I’m not trying to place blame solely on them, though. 
Both sides could’ve done things differently to make 
things work out another way It wasn’t really about the 
numbers. 

“The thing was it’s like there was no incentive to take 
the deal— for a lot of different reasons, personal reasons 
that would take days to explain.”

The Oscars provided few 
surprises Sunday, but that 
didn’t mean the pre-show 
favorites weren’t popular 
winners. 

Acting honors went to 
Jeff Bridges for “Crazy 
Heart” and Sandra Bullock 
for “The Blind Side,” 
while supporting-acting 
Oscars were bestowed 
upon Mo’Nique for 
“Precious: Based on the 
Novel 'Push’ by Sapphire” 
and Christoph Waltz for 
“Inglourious Basterds.” 

“Did I really earn this 
or did I just wear you all down?” Bullock said, 
acknowledging that in her long career she has 
never come close to Oscar glory She went on to 
give a funny, heartwarming speech honoring her 
co-nominees, including Meryl Streep, whom she 
called “my lover.” 

The most hody contested races— for best 
director and best picture— went to Kathryn 
Bigelow and her Iraq war film, “The Hurt 
Locker.” She topped her ex-husband, James 
Cameron, and his groundbreaking film ‘Avatar.” 
She is the first female director to win the Oscar. 

Those two films were the frontrunners among 


the io best picture nominees, which pushed the 
broadcast on ABC over its allotted three hours. 

By the time Tom Hanks announced that “The 
Hurt Locker” was the best picture, it felt like 
days since Mo’Nique had accepted her trophy 

“I would like to thank the Academy for show- 
ing that it can be about the performance and 
not the politics,” said Mo’Nique, the fifth black 
actress to win an Oscar. She went on to thank 
the first black actress to win an Oscar, Hattie 
McDaniel, the 1939 supporting-actress winner 
for “Gone With the Wind.” 

“I want to thank Miss Hattie McDaniel for 
enduring all that she had to so that I would not 
have to,” she said. 

Five-time Oscar nominee Bridges received 
the loudest applause and a standing ovation. He 
took a bit of a victory lap onstage, soaking up the 
glory and honoring his parents, actors Lloyd and 
Dorothy Bridges. 

“Thank you, Mom and Dad, for turning me on 
to such a groovy profession,” said Bridges, sound- 
ing a lot like his most famous character, the 
Dude from “The Big Lebowski.” “I feel an exten- 
sion of them. This is honoring them as much as 
it is me.”
